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Radicalism the Cause of Polilical
Corruption.

No party,

can loag survive by pursuing a course
which tends directly to sap tlie very
foundation of the government under
which it lives. Political parties, long
in power, are very apt to become cors
rupt. This seems to be but the natu-
ral tendency of man.

The Democratic party remained- in
pow.r until its leaders became so cors
Tupt as to believe that no other party
would be abl? to grow up and super-
sede them; and, most naturally, con-
cluded that, to that particular organiz.
tion belonged this Union; and, operat
ing upon that idea, they pursued.
against the will of the people, a radi-
eal eourse, carrying everything to ex
tremes; for instance, on the question
of the status of the African, they un-
dertook to establish as a fact that the
black man had no rights which the
white man was bound to respect. This
was radicalism, which, in this age asin
all others, has and ought to prove a
failure, for if successful it would result
in the enslavement of that race through
all time. The just and wunalterable
laws of God would never permit it.

Again, npon the question of gov~
ernment, the leaders of that party be-
came corrupt and undertook for a se-
ries of years to establish the very doe
trine which the framers of the Consti
tution labored so hard and long to over
throw, viz: “State Supremacy.” This:
also was radiculism ; extreme measures,
going beyond right and reason. They
also adopted other radical measares
which we might name, but deem it un-
necessary here. These two measures,
more than all others combincd, led
brother against hrother to deadly com-

bat, brought on the great and bloody |

civil war ia the United States, involved
our country in an enormous debt, and
has left. bleeching upon our own suii,
thel tb._n_:l_.agof two wmillion patriots,
America’s yroud sons; and to-day, in
consequence thereof, the cries of hun-
dreds of thousands of widowed moth-
ers, and a willion fatherless children
are ascending up, and have reached the
ears of the God of Sabaoth—-all this
and more is the legitimate result of
radealism.  But the time came and is
past; brother has imbued Lis hands in
brother’s blood, our country throwa al.
most into a state of bankruptey, the
sturdy yeomanry of the country—the
back-bone of society—law and order
are groaning under heavy burdens of
taxation; and all in consequence of the
radicalism of the leaders of the old
Demoeratie party, while the great mass
of the people were all the time disposed
to do and act right. And now, in 1870,
and in view of all the circumstances
enumcrated above, a gloom pervades

‘the political world, and especially the

minds of the American people. And
why? Simply because sensible men
and women think they can too plainly
read the future by the past, and sec
the end from the beginning. The
great Union party came to the rescue
when the iron hand of treason was
stretched forth—had alrcady grasped
and was about to tear uncer:moniously
from their places the very heart strings
of this republie, and saved it from de-
struction. And to-day her proud flag
waves in glorious triumph over every
hill top in the land, and traitors wince
before its stars and stripes; but, with
all this, it is'true, as we have said, the
great body of the people, who alone
are sovercign here, are depressed in
spirit, and for the very same reason
that bas caused all of our trouble, the
ralicaliso of the party in power. But
the objector may ask, how is it if the
people alone are sovereign, as you say,
they suler or permit these great
wrongs? Wa answer, it is for the rea~
son that the present generation have
not performed their whole daty and
doae those things which the progress
of events have demanded, in order to
transmit to our posterity untarnished
the true and pare principles of this, the
best form of governmeont, as intended
by the Coustitution, under which man

e er lived; and our sin of ounssion con
sists in this, we have permitted our
servauts, the representatives of the
people, to spend their time, since the
termination of the war, and even be-
fore, legislating concerning matters of
minor importance, and leaving uutouch-
ed the more weightior matters of the
law. Tt became, long since, apparent
to the Amevican people, citizens of the
United States, that there lingered
‘ubout our institutions, many relies of
that monarchial government from which.
we came, some of which we shall vame,
fully aware that by giviog our views
we shall stir the souls of men agaiust
us who are now holding position, by
virtue of the very principle we shall
have oceasion to denounce ; we hold it
to be the duty of every sovercign of
this ecountry to do and say thut which.
in his honest judgment, will be pro
ductive of tlie greatest amount of good
to society and will tend to the perpetu
ity of the Government in its best form;
and we shall say what we think bcst,
irrespective of love of friends or fear
of encmies, and leave the great body
of the people to judge of the correct-
wess and soundness of our course. The
areatest pride we have is, in fecling
that we have eredit by honest men and
women of being sincere in whatever we
attempt to promu}gate or say upon po

We hold first, then,
that it is but a relic of monarchy, that

by virtue of a provision in the great
charter of our liberties, the sovereigns
of this country are deprived the privis
lege of going to the polls and voting
directly for or against any amendment
to the Counstitution of the Uniled
States, and that, too, untrammelled
whenever or however proposed.

There is no valid reason why a pro-
vision of this character, or a principle
like this, shou'd longer remain with us;
and if we, as a-people, have come to
that point, when the great mnjority,
not the minority, agree that the princi-
ple is absolutely wrong, why not, like
men and sovereigns, rise up and com-
mand it done. VW ho is there but will
acknowledge, in his heart, that from
this principle springs no good to the

great mass of the people, and results
in notaing but evil eontioually, bene
ficial-only to political demagogues, who
wish to take advantage of the system
to carry their own measures, for their
own aggrandizement, to thwart the will
of the people and perpetuate factions,
and wminorities in power?  All this is
dangcerous and rejugnant to republican
institutions. And what argumcot ean
Let those who
are wedded to it and oppose our posi-
tion. answer.,  Ilere, then,is the prop-
er place to insert the first plank in our
political ereed, and the step which we
think ought to be taken, by our party,
and leave it to the consideration of a
reficeting people :

Resolved, That the Constitution of
the United States ought to be o re-
vised that no amendment to that sacred
charter of the liberties of the Aweri-
can people, shall ever be made or af-
fected without a direct reference to
those who, at the time, shall have a
legal right to the elcctive franchise.

In the local coluwn of the Herald
of the 4th inst. we find the following :

“Pursuant to a call of the President
there was a meeting of the stockhold-
ers of the Oregon Central Railroad
(West Side), held in this city yester
day, at 1 o'clock p. m., when a new
t oard of Directors was eleeted, con-
sisting of R. H. Towler, 8. M. Smith,
J. M. Gillman, Levi Estes and C. S.
Silver.  We understand that a protest
was filed by W. T. Newhy against the
election of this new Board, on the
ground that the by-laws of the Com-
pany provided for the election of Di-
rectors annually on the 25th day of
May, and that there was a Board elect-
ed econformatory therewith on the 26th
of May last.”

This new Board will, of course, cor-
firm the salé made by Gaston to Ben
Holladay of the West Side Railroad.

Betore the old Board weut out of of-
fice, the following resolution was pre-
sented and acted upon :

“Resolved, That for the purpose of
paying the present indebtedness of this
company, and earrying on the work of
constructing the road, and particularly
to place the first twenty miles of the
road in a condition to lay the track as
speedily as possible, an assbssment of
ten per cent. upon all unpaid subserib-
ed capital stock be levied, payable at
the office of the company in Portland,
forthwith,”
